DICK  NIXON,  36th  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  was  born  in  Yorba  Linda,  California,  Janu- 
ary 9,  1913.  As  a  youngster  he  worked  in  his  Quaker 
family's  general  store,  learning  early  hard  work,  thrift 
and  spiritual  values. 

His  charming  wife  Pat  also  came  up  the  hard  way; 
orphaned  early,  she  worked  in  hospitals  and  depart- 
ment  stores  to  put  herself  through  college.  The 
Nixons  met  in  Whittier  where  she  was  teaching 
school,  and  were  married  in  1940. 

After  practicing  law  for  five  years  in  Whittier,  he 
served  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II,  spending  15 
months  in  the  South  Pacific. 

Dick  Nixon  was  elected  to  Congress  in  1946,  and 
re-elected  in  1948,  receiving  the  nominations  oi  botn 
Republicans  and  Democrats.  His  voting  record,  service 
and  outstanding  ability  led  to  his  election  as  U.  S. 
Senator  in  1950. 

Selected  by  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  as  his  running 
mate  in  1952,  Dick  has  become  in  Ikes  words,  The 
most  valuable  member  of  my  team." 

He  has  brought  real  stature  to  the  Vice  Presidency. 
He  has  presided  over  Cabinet  and  National  Security 
Council  meetings  and  plays  a  major  role  in  form mg 
Administration  policies.  His  trips  to  32  foreign 
countries  have  won  countless  friends  for  our  nation. 

Dick  Nixon-young  in  age,  mature  in  experience  and 
judgment-his  has  been  a  brilliant  career  in  the 
American  success  story  tradition.

To  Win,  Republicans  Must  Launch  -#3  £ 

A  Draft  for  Nelson  Rockefeller 


REPUBLICANS  are  making  a  serious 
mistake  which  may  well  catch  up  with 
them  next  November. 

They  should  be  organizing  a  "draft"  for 
Gov.  Nelson  Rockefeller  of  New  York  who 
appears  to  be  the  most  attractive  Republican 
candidate  that  could  be  offered  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States  this  year  in  the 
presidential  sweepstakes. 

Instead,  Republicans  are  sitting  around 
telling  one  another  that  Richard  Nixon  is 
the  certain  nominee;  that  he  has  such  a  firm 
and  unchallenged  hold  on  the  party's  ma- 
chinery that  no  one  can  dislodge  him;  that 
the  party  has  no  choice  but  to  try  to  make 
Nixon  acceptable  to  the  electorate  on  the 
platform  of  "Peace  and  Prosperity." 

This  is  the  stuff  that  political  defeat  is 
made  of. 

If  the  course  of  events  in  the  last  30  years 
has  proved  anything  it  is  that: 

1.  The  country  favors  the  Democratic  Party 
under  ordinary  circumstances; 

2.  Neither  party  can  win  without  attract- 
ing independent  voters  who  have  the  bal- 
ance of  power,  and, 

3.  Republicans  can  score  major  victories 
only  when  they  present  candidates  who  pos- 
sess great  personal  appeal  for  uncommitted 
voters. 

In  1956,  44  pet.  of  American  voters  gener- 
ally considered  themselves  to  be  Democrats. 
Only  29  pet.  considered  themselves  to  be 
Republicans  and  23  pet.  considered  them- 
selves to  be  independents. 

Yet,  in  1956,  Eisenhower  won  reelection  by 
an  overwhelming  majority.  He  -had  the  ap- 
peal to  lure  Democrats  in  large  numbers 
across  party  lines  and  to  capture  the  support 
of  independents. 

NELSON  ROCKEFELLER,  too,  seems  to 
have  that  kind  of  appeal.  Republicans 
should  not  be  blind  to  this  possibility. 

Nixon  might  make  a  good  president  He  is 
reasonably  smart.  He  is  an  old  hand  at 
politics. 

But  Nixon  is  strictly  a  party  product.  The 
G.O.P.  has  made  him  what  he  is,  vice  presi- 
dent by  virtue  of  a  ride  on  Eisenhower's 
coattails. 

Republican  precinct  committeemen  and 
the  party  faithful  like  him.  He  is  their  boy. 
But  they  should  face  the  uncomfortable  fact 
that  Nixon  is  not  the  type  to  inspire  fervid* 
enthusiasm  among  uncommitted  voters  who 
will  determine  the  outcome  of  the  1960  race. 

It  may  be  that  he  is  lacking  in  that  vague 
quality  called  "personal  magnetism."  It  may 
be  that  he  simply  does  not  Impress  people 
as  being  of  presidential  caliber. 


The  reasons  why  he  does  not  measure  up 
to  being  the  kind  of  candidate  the  Republi- 
can Party  needs  are  not  particularly  impor- 
tant. The  important  thing  is  to  find  a 
candidate  with  the  attributes  which  Nixon 
lacks. 

Nelson  Rockefeller  is  the  only  man  in 
sight  at  this  time. 

TOM  DEWEY,  an  astute  politician  if 
there  ever  was  one,  says  Rockefeller  is 
the  "greatest  thing  that  has  happened"  to 
the  Republican  party  in  many  a  year. 

Rockefeller  is  a  Republican  who  has 
shown  he  can  rise  above  party  considera- 
tions when  circumstances  require.  Independ- 
ent voters  like  that.  It  is  one  of  the  reasons 
they  have  liked  Ike.  They  do  not  like  a  party 
man  who  acts  like  a  party  man  under  any 
and  all  circumstances. 

Rockefeller,  as  governor  of  New  York,  has 
shown  courage  and  leadership.  He  is  pro- 
gressive and  there  is  nothing  synthetic  or 
calculated   in   his   progressivism. 

Republicans  generally  must  know  he 
would  have  a  broader  appeal  to  voters 
throughout  the  political  spectrum  than  any 
other  man  they  could  nominate. 

Moreover,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  he 
is  "available"  if  Republican  Party  members 
will  act  quickly  to  organize  on  his  behalf, 
make  it  plain  that  they  do  not  consider  the 
nomination  of  Nixon  inevitable  and  prepare 
to  make  a  battle  on  Rockefeller's  behalf  at 
the  Republican  National  Convention. 

NOTHING  that  is  said  here  is  new. 
Many  Republicans  throughout  the 
country  have  been  thinking  the  same  thing 
for  months.  Some  of  them  have  refrained 
from  voicing  their  thoughts  because  of  a 
mistaken  sense  of  loyalty  to  their  party. 

They  are  hoping  against  hope  that  if  they 
keep  quiet,  sit  tight,  pretend  to  believe  Nixon 
might  win,  a  miracle  might  happen.  They 
are  deluding  themselves.  They  are  trying 
to  ignore  what  the  voter  preference  polls 
are  saying. 

This  newspaper  does  not  expect  to  be 
popular  with  party-line  Republicans  for  say- 
ing, right  out  in  print,  what  others  are  say- 
ing in  whispers.  But  this  newspaper  is  inter- 
ested in  seeing  both  parties  nominate  their 
strongest  candidates.  The  American  people 
deserve  to  be  given  a  choice  between  the 
best  that  each  party  can  offer. 

If  Rockefeller  were  nominated  he  would 
by  no  means  be  a  shoo-in.  He  might  not 
win.  But  he  would,  we  are  sure,  be  a 
stronger  candidate  than  Richard  Nixon. 
That  is  the  only  point  we  want  to  make.  We 
hope  Republicans  will  think  it  over.

"In  regard   to  the   statements  made  by  Senator  Goldwater 
concerning  the  recommendations   for   the  Republican  National   Platform, 
may  I  first   say  that  I  have  great  respect  and  honor  for   the  role 
which  Senator   Goldwater  holds    in   the  Republican  Party  as   an 
articulate   spokesman  for   the  conservative   wing.      The   Senator  has 
been  a    successful   candidate    in  Arizona,    while   espousing  political 
philosophies  which  may  not  elesewhere    in  America  be   quite    so 
popular,   but  I  would   suggest   that   Goldwater   s   effectiveness   as  a 
spokesman  will   only  continue    so  long  as   he    is   elected.      If  he   were 
ever   to  adhere    to  a   platform  which  was   not  acceptable    to   the 
majority  of   the  entire  electorate,   not   only  would  he  be   personally 
defeated  but   the  Republican  Party  would   suffer  a   severe   setback.

"Now  that  the  complete  text  of  the  Rockefeller-Nixon  recom- 
mendations for  the  Republican  Platform  has  been  made  available  and 
can  be  fully  studied,  those  of  us  who  stand  for  progress  within 
the  party  welcome  the  agreement  that  has  been  reached. 

"The  'Fourteen  Points'  are  the  basic  program  for  which  the 
Governor  has  long  been  fighting  what  appeared  to  be  a  solo  battle. 
With  the  support  which  the  Vice-President  brings  to  Governor 
Rockefeller's  fight,  there  is  little  doubt  but  what  the  majority 
of  delegates  will  join  in  this  crusade  to  make  ours  the  Party  of 
the  People . 

"Both  Governor  Rockefeller  and  the  Vice-President  face  a 
tough  fight  when  the  platform  is  debated  on  the  convention  floor. 
However,  with  their  combined  strength  and  intelligence  in  this 
particular  fight,  we  are  certain  of  victory. 

"The  Governor  has  frequently  pointed  out  that  these  perilous 
times  require  vision  and  courage.  The  'Republican  Party  is  capable 
of  the  essential  vigor  and  is  proud  to  provide  the  leadership  needed.

The  following  statement  was  Issued  today  (Saturday, 
June  23)  by  William  M.  Brinton,  chairman  of  the  National  Draft 
Rockefeller  Committee: 

"We  welcome  a  joint  Rockefeller-Nixon  declaration  in  basic 
matters  touching  on  national  security.   By  requesting  the  meeting 
and  agreeing  on  what  are  "imperatives  of  national  security  in 
the  1960's",  the  Vice  President  has  acceded  to  ooints  made  by 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  for  many  months.   If  done  by  the  Vice 
President  for  the  sake  of  party  unity,  Republicans  should  wel- 
come agreement  as  we  do. 

"What  should  be  noted,  however,  is  the  price  the  Vice 
President  has  paid  for  party  unity.   The  joint  declaration  appears 
to  represent  a  radical  departure  from  previous  administration  pol- 
icy as  repeatedly  announced  by  the  President.   Pull  text  is  not 
available  but  in  at  le  ast  one  point  the  declaration  appears  to 
call  for  reinstatement  of  the  B-70  program  deleted  by  the  Presi- 
dent, in  the  budget  for  1961.  Additionally,  a  greater  emphasis 
has  been  placed  on  civil  defense,  an  area  long-neglected  by  the 
administration.   When  the  full  text  has  been  read,  these  examples 
may  be  multiplied. 

"There  appears  to  be  no  limit  to  the  personal  ambition  of 
the  Vice  ^resident.   He  has  accepted  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller's 
program  and  still  insists  he  is  the  only  candidate  qualified  to 
carry  it  out.

The  unprecedented  last  minute  attempt  to  impose  upon 
the  Republican  Platform  Committee  platform  provisions  from 
a  point  one  thousand  miles  away  from  the  convention  has 
caused  deep  concern  on  the  part  of  conscientious  Republicans 
attending  the  convention  at  Chicago. 

If  a  spokesman  for  the  ultra-liberals  is  to  be  permitted 
to  dictate  the  Republican  platform,  it  seems  logical  that  this 
same  spokesman  should  become  an  announced  candidate  for  the 
Presidency  and  thus  be  prepared  to  assume  the  responsibility 
for  carrying  out  the  ultra-liberal  provisions  of  his  platform. 

What  are  we  doing  to  the  men  and  women  of  good  conscience 
who  have  labored  on  the  platform  committee  in  Chicago  for 
more  than  a  full  week  if  we  now  give  in  to  this  pressure 
and  accept  cut  and  dried  platform  provisions?

U.S.  Senator  Barht  Goldwater,  Republi- 
can of  Arizona,  yesterday  stampeded  the 
South  Carolina  Republican  Convention  here 
and  won  support  as  a  presidential  candi- 
date. 

The  tall  rangy  Arizonlan  chopped  into  lib- 
erals who,  he  Bald,  wish  to  wreck  the  Consti- 
tution in  order  to  enforce  civil  rights. 

The  following  is  from  National  Review 
of  April  9, 1960: 

It  is  generally  assumed  that  conservative 
sentiment  has  no  organizational  or  even 
personal  vehicle  around  which  to  build,  and 
that  continues  largely  to  be  true.  But  the 
phenomenon  of  Barry  Goldwater  may 
change  that. 

Last  week,  the  Republican  Convention  In 
South  Carolina  heard  Senator  Goldwater 
deliver  the  keynote  address.    He  championed 


(1)  States  rights;  (2)  decentralization  of  po- 
litical and  economic  power;  and  (3)  a  con- 
servative program  for  the  GOP:  "The  right 
of  center  Is  the  only  place  the  Republican 
Party  can  stand  today  if  it  Intends  to  win 
In  1960  and  subsequent  elections."  The  con- 
vention then  voted  to  Instruct  South  Caro- 
lina's 13  delegates  to  vote  for  Goldwater  at 
the  Chicago  convention  until  such  time  as 
Goldwater  releases  them. 

This  astonishing  fissure  in  the  Nixon 
monolith  within  the  Republican  Party  was 
widely  and  scandalously  unreported  in  the 
major  metropolitan  newspapers. 

The  following  is  from  Human  Events 
dated  Thursday,  April  7, 1960 : 

The  press  has  generally  failed  either  to 
mention  or  to  comment  on  the  South  Caro- 
lina action  in  favor  of  Goldwater  for  Presi- 
dent. This  press  attitude  confirms  charges 
that  Human  Events  has  made.  Last  week, 
In  an  article  "Enemy  Columnists  Hope  To 
'Help*  GOP,"  James  L.  Wick,  executive  pub- 
lisher of  Human  Events,  Ironically  described 
how  for  many  years  "liberal"  commentators 
and  editorialists  have  sought  to  persuade 
Republican  candidates  that,  to  win,  the  latter 
should  turn  "liberal."

No  surprise,  therefore,  that  these  left-wing 
scribes  have  almost  totally  ignored  the  news 
from  South  Carolina,  which  by  any  standard 
should  rate  as  news.  Obviously,  they  give 
It  "the  silent  treatment"  for  they  fear 
Nixon  may  heed  the  portent.  And  they  con- 
tinue their  game  of  polishing  a  "Uberal 
image"  of  Nixon,  so  as  to  defeat  him  next 
November.  As  one  observer  put  It  this  week, 
"The  same  old  poisoned  breakfast  food  is  on 
the  table  every  morning  In  the  editorial 
pages  of  the  paper." 

Mr.  Speaker,  for  a  generation  the 
American  people  have  been  denied  a 
choice  in  presidential  elections.  Both 
parties  nominated  a  liberal-radical,  con- 
sequently millions  upon  millions  refused 
to  vote.  Only  51  percent  of  our  eligible 
voters  went  to  the  polls  in  1948.  They 
had  no  choice.  Both  candidates  and 
platforms  were  pledged  to  more  spend- 
ing, high  taxes,  and  socialism.

Georgia  Republicans  will  meet  in 
state  convention  here  today  and  their 
deliberations  will  be  heard  with  interest. 
And  thoughtful  persons  will  be  looking 
for  further  signs  of  the  continuation  of 
renewed  vigor  which  has  characterized 
the  party  in  recent  years. 

Still  largely  a  one-party  state  in  polit- 
ical affairs,  Georgia  is  far  from  being 
singleminded  in  political  thought.  We 
have  sincere  conservatives  and  others  on 
the  liberal  side.  For  reasons  rooted  large- 
ly in  history  and  in  Republican  mistakes, 
most  voters  have  chosen  to  remain  under 
the  Democratic  label  and  to  fight  their 
battles  within  one  party. 

Admittedly  the  GOP  has  had  great 
difficulties  to  overcome  in  establishing  an 
identity.  But  in  the  past  the  party  has  not 
made  much  of  an  effort  to  do  so.  During 
the  last  decade  it  slowly  has  begun  to 
establish  this  identity  and  has  become  a 
growing  force  in  state  politics. 

An  energetic  two-party  system  would 
make  for  a  healthier  democracy  in  Geor- 
gia. Republicans  should  work  toward 
positive  programs  and  platforms  which 
the  people  can  understand  and  accept, 
thus  offering  a  real  choice  to  the  voters 
themselves  They  should  continue  to  move 
away  from  the  old  GOP  "clubs"  and  take 
the  party  to  the  people. 

We,  therefore,  welcome  the  more  than 
600  GOP  delegates  who  are  meeting  here 
today.  We  wish  them  all  success  in  their 
deliberations  and  hope  from  them  will 
come  concrete  results  looking  toward  fur- 
ther progress  in  efforts  to  establish  a  two- 
party  system.

The  Republican  Problem 

As  they  open  their  Presidential  nominating 
convention  in  Chicago  today,  the  Republicans 
are  confronted  by  a  stronger  Democratic  ticket 
than  most  of  them  had  anticipated.  Whatever 
else  may  be  said  about  it,  the  team  of  Kennedy 
and  Johnson  represents  a  practical  politician's 
dream,  for  together  the  two  candidates  appeal 
to  about  as  broad  a  spectrum  of  the  voting 
public  as  the  Democratic  ticket  could  possibly 
hope  to  reach. 

While  jJurista  and  idealists  are  regularly 
choked  by  the  thought,  this  is  what  national 
conventions  are  really  for:  quadrennially  to 
unite  the  widely  divergent  elements  of  our 
multifaceted  parties  under  a  common  banner  and 
(by  stretching  a  plank  or  two)  for  a  common 
cause.  The  pattern  has  now  been  faithfully 
followed  for  1960  by  both  the  parties.  The 
Democrats  managed  to  do  it  by  nominating 
a  young  New  Knglander  whose  strength  is  in 
the  liberal,  labor,  industrial,  urbanized.  North; 
and  with  him  a  somewhat  older  Texan  whose 
principal  political  virtue  in  this  instance  is  that 
he  will  almost  surely  keep  the  Solid  South 
from  melting  away. 

With  Senator  Johnson  on  the  ticket,  the 
Republican  hope  of  cracking  Texas  and  a  number 
of  border  states  diminished  if  it  did  not  alto- 
gether disappear.  The  Republican  appeal  now 
has  to  be  made  principally  outside  the  South 
and  be  designed  to  cut  into  the  liberal  independ- 
ent strength  with  which  the  Democrats  have 
often  won  the  states  of  the  North.  Because  of 
the  "farm  revolt"  the  Republicans  will  have  to 
fight  harder  than  ever  to  regain  the  Middle 
West;  but  because  the  old  isolationist  element 
in  the  party  has  all  but  disappeared  from  public 
view  they  will  no  longer  have  about  their  neck 
that  terrible  albatross  which  used  to  cost  them 
heavily  along  the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

The  fight  in  tha  Republican  party  is  today 
not  so  much  between  isolationists  and  inter- 
nationalists as  between  economic  liberals  and 
economic  conservatives;  and  the  political  reali- 
ties are  such  that  if  the  Republicans  want  to  win 
the  coming  national  election,  their  platform  has 
to  move  toward  the  liberal  side. 

Vice  President  Nixon's  appreciation  of  these 
facta  was  dramatically  illustrated  by  his  sudden 
conference  with  Governor  Rockefeller  and  by  its 
results.  The  statements  issued  after  that  con- 
ference clearly  presaged  a  more  liberal  cast  to 
the  platform  than  had  seemed  likely  earlier  in 
the  week.  Governor  Rockefeller's  satisfaction 
and  Senator  Goldwater's  discomfiture  only 
underline  the  point  The  Republican  party  under 
the  prodding  of  Mr.  Rockefeller  and  with  the 
endorsement  of  Mr.  Nixon  has  progressed. 

The  Friday  night  conference  did  something 
else.

Ex-FBI  Agent  Engaged 
Humphrey  said  that  he  has  defi- 
cit* knowledge  of  two  cases  in 
which  whole  districts  of  the  city 
of  Huntington  have  been  "bought." 
He  declared,  also,  that  the  Ken- 
nedy camp  is  hiring  a  small  army 
of  election-day  "workers"  at  $25 
each  to  put  on  an  intensive  cam-1 
paign  at  the  polling  places,  as  the 
citizens  go  in  to  cast  their  votes 
tomorrow. 

Earlier,  a  ranking  Humphrey 
aide  revealed  that  a  former  FBI 
agent  has  been  engaged  by  the 
Minnesotan's  camp  to  check  on 
reports  of  vote-buying  in  the  south- 
ern counties. 

Quietly  Organizes  Groups 
For  the  last  week  this  man — 
Rien  Vanderzee,  of  Washington- 
has  been  quietly  organizing  Hum- 
phrey supporters  into  vigilance 
groups  to  watch  for  signs  that 
money  has  been  passed  in  the 
effort  to  defeat  their  candidate. 
The  Humphrey  people  here  also 
say  they  have  word  that  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  has 
been  tipped  off  to  some  question- 
able money  transactions  in  the 
current  primary  and  plans  to 
launch  an  investigation  after  the 
votes  are  counted. 

They  declare  that  the  investiga- 
tion is  being  instigated  by  the 
Republican  party,  and  that  any 
findings  would  be  used  by  the  GOP 
to  smear  the  Democrats  in  the 
general  election. 

TV-Radio  Complaint  Made 
One  of  Vanderzee's  assignments,  | 
this  source  reports,  is  to  slip  the 
word  quietly  to  certain  persons 
that  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Reve- 
nue is  watching,  and  that  they 
had  better  not  take  any  question- 
able money  unless  they  can  ex- 
plain it  to  the  tax  man. 

The  Minnesota  Presidential 
hopeful  also  complained  today 
about  the  mass  of  television  and 
radio  time  that  is  being  used 
against  him  on  election  eve  by 
his  wealthy  opponent,  Senator 
Kennedy  <D„  Mass.). 
He  said  that  one  TV  station

apologetically  yesterday  to  in- 
quire whether  Humphrey  wanted 
to  buy  some  time  for  the  last 
hours  of  the  campaign. 

The  manager  told  him,  Hum- 
phrey said:  "I  want  to  be  fair— I 
don't  want  to  sell  all'  the  available 
time  to  Kennedy." 

But  Humphrey  asserted  that  it 
was  not  until  this  morning  that 
he  was  able  to  raise  the  $1,000  he 
needs  to  pay  for  a  two-station 
half-hour  television  show  tonight. 
I  He  insisted  he  could  do  nothing 
to  counter  the  mass  of  radio  and 
television  "spot"  ads  being  bought 
I  by  the  Kennedys. 

Corporation  and  vote-buying  are, 
almost  a  tradition  in  West  Virginia 
elections,  and  nobody  here  gets 
very  much  excited  about  it. 

The  leading  candidate  for.  gover- 
nor, Wally  Barron,  for  example, 
has  been  publicly  accused  of  of- 
fering $65,000  to  his  chief  op- 
ponent, Oral  Skeen,  to  get  out  of 
the  race. 

Skeen  has  whathe  says  is  a  tape- 
recording    of    the    whole    trans- 
action,   and    he   has   challenged 
Barron  to  take  a  lie-detector  test 
"and  deny  the  charges. 

Charge  Denied 
But  Barron  has  blithely  denied 
the  charge,  refused  to  take  a  lie- 
detector  test,  filed  suit  against 
Skeen— and  Barron  still  looks  like 
a  winner. 

That's  West  Virginia  politics— 
the  background  of  the  corruption 
charges  made  today  by  Humphrey. 
The  Minnesota  Senator,  with  the 
scent  of  victory  in  his  nostrils,  was 
in  effervescent  spirits  as  he 
rushed  through  a  whirlwind  final 
day  of  campaigning. 

He  ran  completely .  out  of  cam- 
paign buttons  today— but  made 
political  hay  out  of  this  misfor- 
tune by  telling  scores  who  asked 
for  them  that  "so  many  people 
want  Humphrey  buttons,  I've 
given  away  my  whole  150,000." 

Humphrey  was  up  at  5  o'clock 
this  morning  and  was  waiting  at 
the  gate  of  the  American  Viscose 
plant  in  nearby  Nitro  to  shake 
hands  with  the  workers  as  they 
arrived  at  6  A.M. 

At  the  Monsanto  Chemical  Com-. 
pany  plant,  also  in  Nitro,  at 
7  A.M.  Humphrey  performed,  a 
political  feat  of  major  proportions 
by  calling  every  arriving  worker 
by  his  first  name  even  before  the 
worker  got  a  chance  to  introduce 
himself. 

The  secret  of  this  name-calling 
performance  was  a  quiet  little 
man  who  stood  just  behind  the 
candidate,  feeding  the  names  to 
him  in  a  whisper  as  the  workers 
approached.  The  grins  told  that 
they  were  pleased  and  flattered. 

Speaking  over  a  local  radio  sta- 
tion at  St.  Albans,  Humphrey 
lashed  out  at  Kennedy  and  the 
press  for  overemphasizing  the 
religious  issue  in  this  campaign. 
"The  press  and  the  columnists 
are    being    unfair    to    West    Vir. 


jginia,"  he  declared.  "The  people 
of  this  State  are  no  more  intol- 
erant than  the  people  of  any  other 
[State. 

Draws  Crowd  Of  400 

"I  think  Senator  Kennedy  has 
talked  entirely  too  much  aboul 
this,  and  it  hasn't  done  a  bit  oi 
good." 

Humphrey  insisted  that  the  peo- 
ple in  the  depressed  coal  field 
regions  are  for  him  not  because 
of  his  opponents  religion,  but  be- 
cause they  know  he  has  been 
through  hard  times,  too,  and  can 
sympathize  with  their  troubles. 

At  the  Union  Carbide  works  at 
lunch  hour,  Humphrey  drew  an 
unexpectedly  large  crowd  of  more 
than  400  to  the  company  parking 
lot  to  hear  an  impromptu  speech.

Wiaaer  Is  Unimportant 
And  here,  in  brief,  is  the  story: 
The  West  Virginia  county  poli- 
ticians very  frankly  do  not  care 
much  who  wina  in  a  Presidential 
primary. 

Their  job  is  to  keep  their  party 
in  office  in  the  county.  And  they 
survey  the  seekers  after  national 
office  —  including  Presidential 
hopefuls— with  almost  complete 
detachment. 

In  fact,  the  county  proa  are  apt 
to  regard  out-of-state  Presidential 
primary  invaders  chiefly  as  poten- 
tial sources  of  revenue  for  the 
county  campaign  chests. 

This  is  true,  particularly,  when 
the  party  workers  have  no  special 
fondness  for  the  Presidential 
candidates  who  are  entered 
the  primary,  but  prefer  someone 
who  is  not  entered.  \ 

Three  Others  Favored  \ 
This  appears  to  have  been  the 
case  in  this  year's  primary;  the 
politicians— and  a  lot  of  .the 
people— were  for  Senator  Johnson 
iD..  Texas!,  Adlai  Stevenson  and 
Senator  Symington  ID.,  Mo.t. 

But  they  had  to  choose  between 
Senator   Humphrey    (D.,   Minn.lUj, 
and  Kennedy.

This  may  explain  why  the  five 
biggest  hardshell  fundamentalist, 
conservative.

It  explains,  too,  why  newspaper 
men  traveling  through  these  coun- 
ties and  talking  to  the  people  got 
such  a  wrong  idea  of  what  they 
would  do  on  election  day.

Before  answering  specific  questions  regarding  the  Draft 
Rockefeller  Program,  I  thought  you  would  be  interested  in  a  few 
words  of  background  on  our  activities.   Statewide  Draft  Rockefeller 
Committees  are  now  operating  in  21  states.   As  you  know,  our  pro- 
gram was  kicked-off  on  July  7  and  8,  with  £  oage  ads  in  newspapers 
across  the  country.   To  date  the  response  is  almost  phenomenal, 
according  to  our  advertising  council. 

Our  interest  lies  not  only  in  drafting  Rockefeller  for  the 
Republican  Nomination,  but  in  showing  to  the  delegates  to  this 
convention  that  he  represents  the  only  hope  to  the  Republican  Party. 
Our  interest  began  two  years  ago,  arising  out  of  the  staggering 
defeat  sustained  by  the  Republicans  throughout  the  country,  while 
Governor  Rockefeller  represented  the  only  bright  spot  on  the 
political  horizon.

The   following  statement  was   Issued  today   (Saturday,   July  23) 
by  William  M.   Brinton,    chairman  of  the  National  Draft  Rockefeller 
Committee : 

"In  regard  to  the   statements  made  by  Senator  Goldwater 
concerning   the  recommendations   for   the  Republican  National  Platform, 
may  I  first  say  that  I  have  great  respect  and  honor  for   the  role 
which  Senator  Goldwater  holds   in  the  Republican  Party  as  an 
articulate   spokesman  for   the  conservative  wing.      The  Senator  has 
been  a   successful  candidate   in  Arizona,   while  espousing  political 
philosophies  which  may  not  elesewhere   in  America  be   quite   so 
popular,   but  I  would  suggest  that  Goldwater   s  effectiveness  as  a 
spokesman  will  only  continue   so  long  as  he   is  elected.      If  he  were 
ever  to  adhere   to  a  platform  which  was  not  acceptable   to   the 
majority  of  the  entire  electorate,   not  only  would  he  be  personally 
defeated  but   the  Republican  Party  would   suffer  a   severe   setback. 

"In  any  election  there  are   two  factors  which  determine  one's 
election  or  defeat: 

1.  His   political  philosophies   and  platform,    and 

2.  His  attractiveness  as   a    candidate

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The  Best  Republican 

Gov.  Nelson  Rockefeller  of  New  York  is 
the  best  man  the  Republican  party  could 
nominate  for  President,  and  ought  to  be 
drafted.  We  have  leaned  toward  that  opinion 
ever  since  Governor  Rockefeller  started  tour- 
ing the  country  last  fall  to  sound  out  the  pos- 
sibilities of  his  acceptance  as  the  Republican 
nominee,  and  it  was  confirmed  by  his  remark- 
able performance  at  his  press  conference  in 
Chicago  Monday. 

He  displayed  a  masterly  grasp  of  the  for- 
eign and  domestic  problems  confronting  this 
country,  an  enlightened  and  liberal  approach 
to  them,  a  spirit  of  independence  and  a  sense 
of  confidence  that  would  make  him  both  a 
first-rate  candidate  and  a  first-rate  president. 

Yet,  by  all  the  signs  Governor  Rockefeller 
is  not  going  to  be  drafted  for  the  Republican 
nomination  any  more  than  Adlai  Stevenson, 
who  was  incomparably  the  Democrats'  best 
man,  was  drafted  by  that  party.  There  is 
something  here  for  the  American  people  to 
think  about.  How  does  it  happen  that,  at  an 
hour  of  supreme  crisis  for  our  position  in  the 
world,  both  parties  are  evidently  set  on  re- 
jecting their  best-qualified  nominees  in  favor 
of  men  who  have  the  support  of  the  party 
leaders  for  other  reasons  than  their  presi- 
dential qualifications? 

Governor  Rockefeller  seems  to  have  no 
illusions  about  the  possibility  of  a  draft,  yet 
he  is  holding  the  door  open.  He  revealed 
that  members  of  his  staff  are  in  contact  with 
the  managers  of  the  draft  movement  and 
indicated  he  would  encourage  the  movement 
if  it  seems  to  be  genuine — by  which  he  means, 
likely  to  win.  But,  as  he  said,  the  possibility 
of  this  is  extremely  remote. 

The  reason  is  that  Governor  Rockefeller 
has  already  in  effect  been  rejected  by  Repub- 
lican leaders  all  over  the  country.  He  laid 
his  case  before  them  last  fall,  and  they  un- 
mistakably declared  their  preference  for  Vice 
President  Nixon.  It  would  take  a  massive 
change  of  minds  now,  arising  from  a  fear 
that  the  Kennedy-Johnson  ticket  could  be 
beaten  in  no  other  way,  for  the  party  leaders 
to  switch. 


Americans  of  both  parties  can  only  de- 
plore the  fact  that  the  situation  appears  to 
be  frozen.  Governor  Rockefeller  Monday 
made  strong  and  persuasive  statements  on 
three  basic  issues— the  Latin  American  crisis, 
civil  rights,  and  medical  care  for  the  aged— 
in  which  he  seemed  to  be  far  ahead  of  the 
Administration  both  in  vision  and  in  practical 
proposals. 

In  renewing  his  advocacy  of  a  hemisphere 
foreign  ministers'  conference  to  draft  a  Mar- 
shall Plan  looking  toward  ultimate  economic 
unity,  he  was  applying  real  statesmanship  to 
Latin  American  problems.  In  urging  an  in- 
dorsement of  the  sit-in  demonstrations  and 
a  vigorous  civil  rights  program,  he  was  tak- 
ing the  strongest  position  both  morally  and 
politically.  In  backing  the  Social  Security 
method  of  financing  medical  care  for  the 
aged,  he  was  applying  the  most  humane  and 
at  the  same  time  the  fiscally  soundest  prin- 
ciples to  a  major  domestic  problem.  We 
would  not  expect  to  agree  with  him  on  every 
question,  but  we  believe  his  general  approach 
to  the  big  issues,  and  his  insistence  that  Mr. 
Nixon  should  debate  them,  have  been  right. 

Yet  Governor  Rockefeller  is  not  going  to 
be  drafted.  The  miracle  did  not  happen  at 
Los  Angeles  and  it  is  even  less  likely  to  hap- 
pen at  Chicago.  The  Republican  platform 
makers  may  appease  his  point  of  view  to 
some  extent,  but  a  platform  is  no  substitute 
for  a  candidate.  As  for  polishing  up  the 
ticket  by  drafting  the  Governor  for  the  Vice 
Presidential  nomination,  he  has  cut  himself 
off  from  that  as  far  as  any  man  could,  and 
we  believe  he  is  justified.  It  would  be  a 
breach  of  faith  with  those  Republicans  who 
share  his  views  if  he  let  himself  be  used  in 
this  way.  Unfortunately  not  enough  Repub- 
licans, apparently,  agree  with  his  views  to 
create  a  strong  draft  for  the  presidential 
nomination.  But  perhaps  they  will  agree 
some  day,  and  meanwhile  Governor  Rocke- 
feller can  be  of  more  value  as  governor  of 
New  York  than  as  election  bait  for  voters 
repelled  by  Mr.  Nixon. 

Governor  Rockefeller  ought  to  be  drafted, 
and  evidently  won't  be.  Governor  Stevenson 
should  have  been  drafted,  and  wasn't.  What 
will  history  say  of  this  turn  in  American 
affairs  at  a  time  when  our  country  faced 
what  may  be  its  severest  world  challenge?

Mr.  Chairman,  Fellow-Americans: 

I  am  honored  to  participate  in  this  great  convention,  particu- 
larly because  I  am  surrounded  by  so  many  politicians.  As  Elihu  Root 
so  well  put  it,  "Politics  is  the  art  of  self-government.   The  princi- 
pal reproach  against  any  American  should  be  that  he  is  not  a 
politiician." 

Today  as  never  before,  it  is  vital  that  more  of  us  become 
politicians — that  we  strengthen  representative  government  by  taking 
an  active  part  in  the  policial  party  of  our  choice. 

Though  I  represent  the  nonpartisan  American  Heritage  Foundation, 
I  hope  that  more  and  more  Americans  become  intelligently  partisan, 
that  they  join  the  party  that  best  expresses  their  views,  that  they 
support  the  party  of  their  choice,  not  only  at  the  polls  but  by 
contributing  to  it  a  share  of  their  time,  talents  and  dollars. 

Political  cmapaign  costs  have  skyrocketed.   One  hundred  years 
ago  the  cost  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  Presidential  campaign  came  to 
$100,000.  This  year  more  than  800,000  officials  will  be  elected  to 
all  levels  of  government ...  and  the  campaign  expenses  for  all  these 
elections  will  total  about  $200,000,000.   Surprisingly,  only  three 
of  every  one  hundred  Americans  have  ever  made  a  political  contribu- 
tion.  Yet  this  year  we  Americans  will  bet  three  billion  dollars  on 
horses.   Isn't  it  about  time  each  of  us  bought  a  ticket  on  people... 
the  important  people  we  will  select  to  run  our  country  in  these 
critical  times?  If  good  citizens  won't  contribute  to  politics,  bad 
citizens  will.   Remember,  at  the  summit  gangster  conference  in 
Appalachin,  N.  Y. ,  four  years  ago,  a  major  item  on  the  agenda  was 
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CONVENTION  TICKETS  SCARCE  100  YEARS  AGO,  TOO 

Public  clamor  to  witness  Republican  National  Conventions  has  been  so  keen  ' 

- 
through  the  years  that  the  scarcity  of  admission  tickets  constitutes  a  century-old 

problem. 

Fortunately  now,  television  is  available  to  carry  the  entire  proceedings  of 
this  yearns  27th  Republican  National  Convention,  opening  in  Chicago  on  July  25, 
to  an  estimated  1+5  million  homes. 

But  back  in  i860,  when  Abraham  Lincoln  was  nominated  for  President,  there  were 
no  electronic  facilities  to  record  the  historic  event  for  folks  back  home.  Only 
those  parsons  who  could  cram  into  Chicago's  frame  Wigwam  were  able  to  witness  the 
nomination  of  the  first  Republican  President  in  history. 

Republican  National  Committee  archives  reveal  that  the  demand  for  admission 
to  that  early  convention  hall  was  so  determined  that  ingenuity  and  chicanery  were 
resorted  to  by  the  public  and  delegates  alike. 

The  Wigwam  had  three  20-foot  doors  and  when  they  were  opened  on  signal,  three 
packed  masses  of  men  drove  into  the  hall  to  grab  front  positions.  The  standing 
room  area,  which  had  space  for  U,500  persons,  was  jammed  in  five  minutes.  The 
galleries  were  available  only  to  "gentlemen  accompanied  by  ladies."  This  put  a 
premium  on  woman  escorts  to  pilot  determined  men  to  the  restricted  area.  School 
girls  were  recruited  at  25  cents  each  to  accompany  men  inside  the  Wigwam.  There 
is  one  recorded  instance  of  a  young  girl  refusing  a  half-dollar  fee  because,  as  she 
explained,  she  already  had  escorted  two  men  through  each  of  the  three  doors  and  was 
afraid  of  arrest  if  recognized  on  a  seventh  escort  trip. 

The  printed  proceedings  of  the  Lincoln  nominating  convention  include  numerous 
references  fo  "confusion"  over  usurpation  of  delegates'  seats  by  outsiders.  But 
the  record  makes  it  clear  also  that  the  delegate  victims  of  the  invasion  were 
parties  to  their  own  inconvenience  by  sneaking  their  tickets  to  outsiders  jammed 
around  the  windows . 

The  gate-crashing  apparently  reached  a  climax  early  in  the  third  day's 
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SPEECH  BY  LANNY  D.  UNRUH,  17  YEAR  OLD  NEWTON,  KANSAS  YOUTH  ADDRESSING 
THE  REPUBLICAN  NATIONAL  CONVENTION  AT  11:45  A.M.  JULY  25,  IN  CHICAGO, 
LANNY  IS  SAID  TO  BE  THE  YOUNGEST  PERSON  TO  FORMALLY  ADDRESS  SUCH  A 
POLITICAL  GATHERING. 


Mr.  Chairman,  delegates  to  the  Republican  Convention,  ladies  and 
gentlemen: 

My  first  words  of  gratitude  this  morning  for  this  high  honor  of 
appearing  before  this  convention  must  be  expressed  to  The  American 
Legion.   I  want  to  speak  for  myself  and  the  high  school  youth  of  the  - 
nation  in  commending  this  organization  for  its  contribution  to  us 
through  its  Americanism  program. 

All  of  us  here  this  morning  share  alike  in  our  debt  of  gratitude 
for  our  American  heritage.  We  are  here  in  this  great  hall  with  our 
minds  focused  ;on  the  processes  of  government,  because  the  thirst  for 
freedom  and  self-government  could  not  be  quenched  in  the  breasts  of 
men — men  who  had  the  courage  to  cross  a  stormy  Atlantic  to  escape  the 
oppression  of  tyrannical  rulers.

Forge  to  look  in  on  us  this  morning,  I  am  sure  that  he.  <,*<3uld  say, 
"General,  your  dream  came  true.  Men  can  rule  themselves.-' 

The  growth  of  a  struggling  Republic  of  thirteen  Seaboard  States 
to  a  world  power  has  been  recorded  in  history  as  phenomenal.  As  we 

assumed  our  role  of  world  leadership,  we  felt  ourselves  unchallenged.

This  Republican  Ad- 
ministration has  given  refuge  to  more  than  32,000  victims  of  Com- 
munist tyranny  from  Uung?ry,  ended  needless  delay  in  processing 
applications  for  naturalization,  and  has  urged  other  enligntened 
legislation  to  liberalize  existing  restrictions. 

Immigration  has  been  reduced  to  the  point  where  it  doeo  not 
provide  the  stimulus  to  growth  that  it  should,  nor  are  we  fulfilling 
our  obligation  as  a  haven  for  the  oppressed.   Republican  conscience 
and  Republican  policy  require  that: 

1.  The  annual  number  of  immigrants  we  accept  be  at  least 
doubled. 

2.  Obsolete  immigration  laws  be  amended  by  abandoning  the 
outdated  1920  census  data  as  a  base  and  substituting 
the  1960  census. 

3.  The  guidelines  of  our  immigration  policy  be  based  up- 
on judgment  of  the  individual  merit  of  each  applicant 
for  admission  and  citizenship.

I  am  delighted,  to  join  with  you  this  afternoon  in  discussing 
matters  of  deep  concern  to  all  Americans  in  this  year  of  political 
decision. 


I  am  honored  to  do  so  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Colored  People.  For  more  than  half  a 
century,  the  dedicated  men  and  women  of  the  NAACP  have  worked  to 
help  all  Americans  realize  the  full  promise  of  democracy.  For  more 
than  half  a  century,  they  have  striven  to  give  fuller  meaning  to 
the  spiritual  heritage  on  which  this  nation  was  founded  —  a  heritage 
proclaiming  the  supreme  worth  of  each  individual  human  being. 

In  that  half  a  century,  signficant  human  progress  has  been  made 
—  not  alone  for  the  American  Negro,  but  for  all  Americans  who  have 
known  in  the  past  the  senseless  scorn  of  prejudice,  the  inexcusable 
Injustice  of  discrimination.  You  know  and  every  thinking  American 
knows  that  in  seeking  to  secure  the  rights  of  Negro  citizens,  you 
have  helped  to  win  equality  of  opportunity  for  all  —  to  strengthen 
the  rights  of  all  citizens.  For  you  have  brought  home  the  fact 
that  justice  is  not  and  cannot  be  divisible. 

As  an  American  who  deeply  loves  his  country,  as  an  American 
who  deeply  believes  in  the  bright  promise  that  America  holds  out  to 
all  men  everywhere  in  the  world,  I  thank  Him  who  rules  our  hearts 
that  we  can  say  with  assurance  —  and  at  long  last  —  that  segrega- 
tion is  on  its  way  out  in  this  nation,  that  all  other  forms  of 
racial  discrimination  are  on  their  way  out. 

We  meet  here  in  the  centennial  year  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  rise 
to  national  leadership,  we  meet  on  the  eve  of  the  national  convention 
of  Lincoln's  political  party,  and  we  meet  at  a  crucial  testing  time 
in  American  history.  The  challenge  to  America  at  such  a  moment  in 
the  affairs  of  man  is  to  provide  a  whole  new  quality  of  leadership 
for  the  cause  of  freedom  —  leadership  of  Incandescent  courage,  of 
unassailable  integrity,  of  far-ranging  vision  and  of  profound 
spiritual  depth.  Only  such  leadership  can  triumph  over  the  grave 
perils  freedom  faces,  only  such  leadership  assures  realization  of 
humanity's  great  chance  —  and  probably  Its  last  chance  —  for  a 
secure  and  better  life  for  all  men. 

Men  look  for  peace  and  there  is  no  real  peace  in  sight  —  only 
the  threat  of  nuclear  destruction  and  the  aggressive  thrust  of  com- 
munist imperialism  that  has  already  reached  within  ninety  miles  of 
our  shoreline  in  Cuba.  Yet  never  has  mankind  so  yearned  to  lift 
from  its  shoulders  the  burdens  of  arms  and  of  fear,  of  hatred  and  of 
ignorance,  of  poverty  and  disease.  And  never  has  the  opportunity  to 
do  this  been  greater  —  to  seize  initiative  in  a  fast-changing  world, 
to  mold  technological  advance  into  blessings  for  mankind,  to  .capture 
the  hearts  and  minds- of  newly  emerging  peoples  and  to  lead  them  into 
freedom's  sunlight. 

It  Is  the  moral  strength  of  America —  not  just  her  missiles  nor 
her  money  —  that  will  count  most  in  rallying  the  free  world  to  her 
banners.  If  a  passion  for  justice  rules  a  nation's  Internal 
affairs,  then  the  world  may  look  to  her  with  confidence  that  she 
will  be  just  in  her  dealings  with  other  lands.

My  good  friends: 

I  had  not  expected  to  speak  at 
this  Convention.  In  each  of  your 
last  three  Conventions  I  bade  you 
an  affectionate  good-bye.  Appar- 
ently, my  good-byes  did  not  take. 
And  I  have  been  bombarded  with 
requests  to  do  it  again  for  the 
fourth  time.  Unless  some  miracle 
comes  to  me  from  the  Good  Lord 
this  is  finally  it. 

It  would  be  unworthy  of  this 
gathering  if  I  came  here  merely 
to  receive  your  expression  of 
good  will. 

*     *     *     * 

When  I  was  a  boy,  under  group 
pressure  I  was  sent  regularly  to 
attend  the  Sabbath  day  Quaker 
meetings.  They  were  mostly  ses- 
sions of  silence.  There  was  little 
a  boy  could  do  about  that  silence 
but  count  his  toes.  However, 
occasionally  the  spirit  moved 
Aunt  Hannah  to  rise  amid  the 
silence  and  say  she  was  "going  to 
speak  her  mind."  She  dealt  with 
moral  delinquency.  She  always 
urged  the  benefits  of  right  living. 

Aunt  Hannah  loved  America. 
Come  Fourth  of  July  she  sat  on 
the  platform  at  the  village  cross- 
roads, where  every  year  the  coun- 
tryside gathered  with  reverence 
to  hear  the  reading  of  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence.  On 
these  occasions  she  even  toler- 
ated the  presence  of  the  only 
Democrat  in  our  village. 

Aunt  Hannah,  in  her  way,  was 
"speaking  her  mind"  on  the 
forces  and  ideas  which  shape  our 
national  destiny. 

I  do  not  need  tell  you  that  to- 
day our  country  is  faced  with  the 
gravest  dangers  from  overseas  in 
all  of  our  history. 

I  will  not  comment  tonight  on 
these  great  dangers  and  the  ugly 
statements  which  pour  upon  us 
further  than  to  urge  that  unity  of 
our  people  on  our  foreign  front 
is  imperative  to  the  preservation 
of  freedom  at  home  and  abroad. 

And  we  are  confronted  with 
many  difficult  domestic  political, 
economic  and  social  issues,  which 


affect  all  of  our  lives.  But  as  I 
look  back  over  my  long  years  of 
concern  with  our  national  prob- 
lems, I  have  come  to  believe  that 
moral  forces  and  certain  forces 
embedded  in  the  soul  of  America 
are  more  important  than  all  of 
our  other  issues — for  they  lay  at 
the  base  of  their  solution. 

Tonight  I  will  discuss  but  this 
one  issue.  And  I  hope  it  will  be 
believed  that  I  speak  not  alone 
to  this  Convention  but  to  all  my 
countrymen.  But  do  not  be 
alarmed.  I  can  speak  my  mind 
upon  it  in  ten  minutes. 
*     *     *    * 

Today  America  is  in  the  midst 
of  a  frightening  moral  slump. 
During  the  14  years  following 
the  end  of  the  Second  World 
War,  our  statistics  show  that 
major  crimes  in  most  of  the  years 
have  increased  three  times  as  fast 
as  the  population. 

During  this  same  period  since 
the  end  of  the  war,  our  cities  have 
become  increasingly  infested 
with  teenage  gangs  of  criminal 
taints.  In  a  recent  year  740,000 
of  these  youngsters  were  arrested 
by  the  police. 

Beyond  the  terrifying  warn- 
ings of  statistics,  we  can  hardly 
believe  that  integrity  and  moral 
steadfastness  are  increasing 
when  we  witness  the  constant  ex- 
posure of  state  and  municipal 
corruption.  We  daily  read  blaz- 
oned headlines  in  the  press  ex- 
posing corrupt  practices  in  some 
nation-wide  services  and  the 
fraudulent  practices  of  some  dis- 
tributors of  our  daily  necessities. 

All  wars,  by  their  violence  and 
disregard  for  individual  rights, 
bring  an  aftermath  of  decline  in 
morals. 

Our  courts  have  been  hobbled 
in  the  use  of  punishment  as  a  de- 
terrent to  crime  by  procedures  of 
which  one  example  is  sufficient. 
In  a  recent  year  there  were  over 
1,700,000  larcenies  known  to  the 
F.B.I. ,  yet  there  were  only  170,- 
000  convictions — that  is,  only  one 
in  ten. 


But  some  part  of  this  decline  in 
morals  is  an  infection  from  Com- 
munist Russia. 

I  do  not  need  remind  you  that 
the  doctrines  of  Karl  Marx  and 
of  the  Communists  are  a  destroy- 
er of  all  morals.  They  declare 
there  is  no  God.  They  stigmatize 
religious  faith  as  an  "opiate  of 
the  people."  Lenin  himself  de- 
clared that  their  foreign  policies 
must  be  based  on  "dodges,  tricks, 
and  untruths." 

And  during  the  14  years  since 
the  war,  Communist  conspiracies 
and  their  "fronts"  have  poured 
their  Marxist  poisons  into  our 
people. 

We  have  also  been  brainwashed 
with  another  Communist  basic 
tenet.  They  insist  that  love  of 
country,  pride  of  a  people  in  their 
history,  their  ideals,  and  their  ac- 
complishments is  wicked  nation- 
alism. Ever  since  the  war,  the 
Communist  "fronts,"  and  the 
beatniks,  and  the  egg-heads  have 
conducted  a  national  chorus  of 
denunciation  of  this  wicked 
nationalism. 


Manifestly  our  religious  organ- 
izations and  our  agencies  for 
character- building  in  our  youth 
are  giving  devoted  service  to  halt 
this  slump  in  morals.  These 
agencies  have  need  for  every 
assistance.  And  there  is  a  latent 
force  in  American  life  which 
could  be  a  vital  help. 

This  nation  needs  a  rebirth  of 
a  great  spiritual  force  which  has 
been  impaired  by  cynicism  and 
weakened  by  foreign  infections. 
Call  it  nationalism  if  you  will. 
But  there  is  an  American  kind  of 
nationalism  which  is  neither 
isolationism  nor  aggression  and 
embedded  deep  within  it  is  com- 
passion for  distress  both  at  home 
and  overseas.  It  is  a  kind  of  na- 
tionalism which  recognizes 
changes  in  the  world  and  re- 
quires that  we  meet  them  with 
forward-looking  measures. 

The  spiritual  force  of  which  I 
speak  is  enshrined  in  the  word 
America.  We  do  not  use  that 
word  merely  as  a  geographical 
term.  At  one  time — and  even 
now,  for  millions  of  Americans — 
that  word  summons  to  mind  the 
whole  background  of  our  nation. 

This  word  America  recalls  that 
millions  of  people  for  over  300 
years  have  sought  our  shores  as 
a  refuge  from  oppression.  To 
these  millions  the  word  America 
came  to  mean  a  civilization 
unique  on  earth  by  the  fusion  of 
the  attainments  of  scores  of  na- 
tions. For  centuries  the  word 
America  among  the  great  masses 
of  people  over  the  world  has  been 
an  emblem  of  hope,  of  more  se- 
curity in  life — and  more  freedom. 

The  word  America  brings  back 
to  our  minds  the  great  men  and 
women,  who  won  for  us  our  inde- 
pendence and  then  created  a  gov- 
ernment unique  among  nations. 


The  word  America  means  that 
our  wars  were  not  fought  for  the 
glory  of  war  but  for  freedom  in 
the  world.  It  means  a  country 
where  the  doors  of  opportunity 
are  open  to  every  boy  and  girl. 
It  means  law  and  order,  freedom 
of  choice  and  callings.  It  means 
glorious  strides  in  the  advance- 
ment of  civilization. 

The  word  America  envisions 
the  rills  of  freedom  springing 
from  our  mountains  and  plains 
pouring  into  a  mighty  river 
which  refreshes  not  only  our  own 
people  but  the  whole  of  mankind. 


Today,  we  alone  among  the  na- 
tions have  a  multitude  of  citizens, 
who  have  sunk  to  a  posture  of 
perpetual  apology  and  seeming 
shame  for  ourselves. 

Yet  today  the  fires  of  national- 
ism in  its  higher  sense  are  burn- 
ing brightly  in  almost  every  na- 
tion on  earth.  We  have  witnessed 
the  spirit  of  nationalism  give 
birth  to  the  independence  of  a 
dozen  nations  in  the  last  ten 
years.  Within  the  last  five  years 
we  have  seen  its  great  revival  of 
France. 

*     *     #     * 

I  do  not  pretend  that  a  rebirth 
of  that  spirit  which  lies  within 
the  word  America  will  cure  all 
moral  ills. 

But  with  it,  we  might  have  a 
revision  of  some  of  our  school 
books. 

The  re-echo  of  the  word  Amer- 
ica might  resurrect  conscience 
away  from  crime  and  back  to 
manhood. 

It  might,  by  its  recall  of  the 
rights  and  ideals  of  our  people, 
tend  to  curb  excessive  demands 
of  pressure  groups. 

It  might  stimulate  anew  the 
initiative  and  enterprise  of  tens 
of  thousands  of  our  youth  who 
from  fear  of  the  future  seek 
refuge  in  the  bureaucracies  of  in- 
dustry and  government. 


Because  I  lament  the  evils  and 
dangers  which  beset  us,  I  would 
not  have  you  believe  that  our  na- 
tion is  in  its  decline  and  fall.  The 
American  people  have  rallied 
many  times  in  our  history  to 
meet  even  greater  tasks.  They 
can  be  rallied  again. 


You  are  convened  here  not 
alone  to  nominate  a  President 
and  a  Vice  President,  but  to  de- 
clare anew  the  principles  and 
ideals  which  must  guide  our  na- 
tion. 

Yours  is  the  task  to  stop  the 
moral  retreat;  to  lead  the  attack 
and  to  recapture  the  meaning  of 
the  word — America,  Thus  can 
opportunity,  and  the  spiritual  fu- 
ture of  your  children  be  assured. 
And  thus  you  will  win  the  grati- 
tude of  posterity,  and  the  bless- 
ing of  Almighty  God.

Fellow  Republicans, 

I  speak  not  only  to  the  Republicans  assembled  here,  but  to  the  millions  of 
men  and  women  of  all  political  persuasions  who  want  only  what  is  good  and  best  for 

America. 

Early  this  month  the  Democrats,  wandering  starry-eyed  through  Disneyland,  made 
the  error  of  estimating  the  mental  age  of  voting  Americans  as  somewhere  around 
twelve  years.  They  outdid  Christmas  by  producing  not  one,  but  two  Santa  Clauses, 
both  toting  sacks  of  glittering  but  empty  platform  pledges . 

Of  course  the  two  Santas  did  not  mention  that  their  fellow  Democrats  in  Congress 
had  voted  in  recent  months  to  kill  several  proposals  identical  to  the  shining 
pledges  which  now  grace  their  platform.

He 
credits  Gordon  for  arousing  his  interest  in  national  and  local  politics. 

In  1956  he  worked  on  behalf  of  Elmo  Smith  who  was  then  candidate 
for  Governor  of  Oregon  and  is  now  a  candidate  for  the  U.S.  Senate.  In 
1958  he  was  instrumental  in  sending  Oregon's  Walter  Norblad  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

A  tall,  slender,  good  looking  young  man  with  a  trim  crew  cut, 
Philippi  lives  with  his  parents  in  Stayton.  He  is  on  the  executive 
board  of  the  Marion  County,  Oregon,  senior  Republican  organization  as 
well  as  s.rving  on  the  State  Central  Committee  on  candidate  assistance. 
He  has  held  several  YR  positions  and  is  now  Director  of  Region  Nine  of 
the  National  YR  Federation. 

The  young  delegate  arrived  in  Chicago  Friday  (July  22)  morning, 
and  entered  immediately  into  the  activities  of  the  Young  Republicans. 

Philippi  has  no  political  plans  for  the  immediate  future  other  than 
to  work  on  behalf  of  the  Republican  ticket,  but  at  a  later  date  plans  to 
run  for  public  office  and  make  politics  a  major  part  of  his  life.

Richard  Nixon  of  Whittier,    California,    was  elected  36th  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States  on  November  4,    1952,   and  reelected  November  6,    1956. 

Born  in  Yorba  Linda,    California,    on  January  9,   1913,   the  second  of  Hannah 
and  Frank  Nixon's  five  sons,    he  learned  from  his  Quaker  parents  the  principles 
of  hard  work  and  a  devout  and  gentle  faith  which  have  been  responsible  for  his 
brilliant  service  to  his  country.     His  mother  comes  from  a  long  line  of  Irish 
Quakers  who  emigrated  to  the  Pennsylvania  colony  from  Dublin  before  the 
Revolutionary  War.     His  paternal  great-grandfather,   an  enlisted  Ohio  volunteer 
in  the  Civil  War,    is  buried  at  Gettysburg. 

He  grew  up  in  the  Quaker  community  of  Whittier,    where  his  parents  oper- 
ated the  kind  of  modest  enterprise  which  is  a  landmark  in  hundreds  of  American 
communities --a  combination  filling  station  and  grocery  store  with  living  accom- 
modations in  the  rear.     As  soon  as  they  were  old  enough,   the  boys  helped  out  in 
the  business.     Life  was  not  easy  for  his  parents,   but  by  industry  and  the  well- 
known  Quaker  thrift  they  managed  to  provide  a  comfortable  though  far  from 
lavish  home.     Personal  tragedy  became  an  early  experience  when  a  younger 
brother  died  of  meningitis,    at  the  age  of  seven,    and  his  older  brother  died  of 
tuberculosis  at  eighteen  after  five  years  of  illness. 

Mr.    Nixon  completed  elementary  and  secondary  schools  in  Whittier  and 
finished  second  in  his  class  at  Whittier  College  in  1934.     He  was  awarded  a 
scholarship  to  Duke  University  Law  School  where  he  received  his  LLB  in  1937 
with  honors. 

After  being  admitted  to  the  California  Bar,    Mr.   Nixon  joined  a  firm  in 
Whittier  for  the  general  practice  of  law.      Within  a  year,    the  firm's  name  became 
Bewley,    Knoop  and  Nixon.      That  same  year  Mr.    Nixon  met  Patricia  Ryan,    an 
attractive  Whittier  school  teacher,   when  they  were  both  performing  in  a  little 
theater  production.     They  were  married  on  June  21,   1940.     They  have  two 
children,    Tricia,    born  during  his  first  campaign  in  1946,    and  Julie,   born  in 
1948. 

After  practicing  law  in  Whittier  for  five  years,    during  part  of  which  time 
he  was  Deputy  City  Attorney,    Mr.    Nixon  joined  the  legal  staff  of  the  Office  of

WOMEN  WIN  EQUALITY  ON  ALL  CONVENTION  COMMITTEES,  UNDER  NEW  GOP  RULE 

Republican  women  took  a  giant  political  stride  today. 

The  i960  Convention  Rules  Committee  voted  equal  representation 
for  men  and  women  on  three  Convention  Committees  —  Rules,  Credential 
and  Permanent  Organization.  Equal  representation  already  is  effective 
on  the  Resolutions  (Platform)  Committee. 

Mr.  George  Etzell,  Chairman  of  the  Rules  Committee,  announced 
the  revision  of  Rule  Ik  which  goes  into  effect  at  the  I96U  Republican 
Convention,  calling  the  action  "a  major  step  forward  for  the  Republican 
Party." 

"This  is  a  historic  step,"  said  Mrs.  Clare  B.  Williams,  Assistant 
Chairman  of  the  Republican  National  Committee.  "Last  June,  when  the  pre- 
Convention  Rules  Committee  met  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  change  was 
recommended  to  the  Convention  Rules  Committee  here  in  Chicago. 

"There  was  never  any  doubt  in  our  minds  that  it  would  be  affirmed 
enthusiastically.  That  is  exactly  what  has  happened.  It  is  an  indication 
of  the  pride  with  which  the  GOP  views  the  political  achievements  of  its 
women." 

Equal  representation  of  men  and  women  on  the  Resolutions  Committee 
has  been  in  effect  since  19to.  The  action  affecting  the  three  additional 
committees  broadens  women's  influence  considerably. 

Mrs.  Williams  pointed  out  that  a  similar  ruling,  passed  some 
months  ago  by  the  Democratic  Party,  was  "deceptive."  She  explained  that 
their  paragraph  calling  for  fifty-fifty  representation  of  the  sexes  was 
followed  by  a  disclaimer  permitting  appointment  of  a  man  when  a  woman  is 
unavailable .

The  presentation  of  a  natural  yellow  14  karat  gold  bracelet 
bearing  an  hand-engraved  Presidential  seal  to  Mamie  Doud  Eisen- 
hower as  a  memento  of  the  esteem  in  which  she  is  held  by  all 
members  of  the  Republican  Party  will  be  made  at  the  Republican 
National  Convention  on  Tuesday  evening,  July  26th  in  the 
International  Amphitheatre.

The  presentation  will  be  made  by  Mrs.  Peter  Gibson  of 
Monroe,  Michigan  whose  selection  marks  not  only  the  Party's 
recognition  of  Mrs.  Gibson  as  an  outstanding  woman  in  politics 
but  also  the  contributions  of  the  organization  she  represents 
as  President,  the  National  Federation  of  Republican  Women.

The  bracelet  will  rest  upon  a  circular  raised 

platform  within  the  box  which  is  lined  in  lemon  yellow  velvet.

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STATEMENT  BY  JAREN  L.  J0N.rS,  VICE  CH/.IRTAN  OF  THE  C0"MTTTFE  ON  AR 
RANGZFENTS  FOR  THE  I960  REPUBLICAN  NATIONAL  CONVENTION 

Today,  Senator  Thruston  B.  Morton  stands  alone  as  the  only  major 
political  figure  in  either  party  who  publicly  predicted  the  Kennedy- 
Johnson  ticket,  in  that  order. 

Senator  Morton,  chairman  of  the  Republican  National  Committee, 
made  his  accurate  forecast  in  a  statement  he  issued  on  June  30,  I960, 
the  day  that  it  was  announced  that  the  Democratic  Congress  would  recess 
until  after  the  national  political  conventions. 

This  was  the  same  day  that  former  President  Truman  resigned  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Democratic  National  Convention. 

In  his  June  30  statement,  Senator  Morton  said  both  of  these  de- 
velopments together— the  Congressional  recess  and  the  Truman  resigna- 
tion— meant  that  a  deal  had  been  made  for  a  Kennedy-Johnson  ticket.

"Former  President  Truman's  announcement  that  he  will  not 
serve  as  a  Delegate,  or  even  attend  the  Democratic  Convention,  is  proof

The  I960  Democratic  platform  is  a  glittering  array  of  promises  which  could 
have  been  implemented  at  any  time  by  Democratic  congresses  since  1955  .-  or  in 
the  20  years  of  Democratic  rule  between  1932  and  1952. 

The  Democratic  platform  score  on  its  promises,  of  course,  has  been  Just  about 
aero.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  American  people  to  believe  that  the  historic 
lack  of  Democratic  performance  will  be  any  different  in  the  future. 

The  truth  is  this:  The  i960  Democratic  platform  was  written  by  Democrats  who 
are  not  in  any  position  to  do  anything  about  implementing  it.  The  Democrats  in 
Congress  -  as  in  the  past  -  will  ignore  it. 

The  Democratic  platform  is  a  broad  rewrite  of  the  various  programs  and  prom- 
ises issued  over  the  past  k  years  by  the  Democratic  Advisory  Council,  and  each  of 
these  came  to  naught  in  the  overwhelmingly  Democratic  congresses.

"These  are  the  most  crucial  times  this  nation  has  ever  faced". 
These  words  have  been  memorialized  by  keynoters  for  100  years  until 
they  have  become  a  part  of  the  American  political  convention. 
They  were  spoken  at  the  convention  of  the  Republican  Party  of  1360 
..held  in  this  city.   The  delegates  to  the  second  national  con- 
vention of  the  new  Republican  Party  assembled  in  a  rough-hewn 
clapboard  structure  -  especially  constructed  for  this  purpose  - 
and  curiously  called  the  "Wigwam."

The  delegations  cast  their  ballots.   The  magic  number  was 
reached.  Cannons  boomed  from  the  convention  hall's  roof  top, 
bands  blared,  bells  tolled  and  whistles  screamed.  Men  tossed 

their  hats  in  ecstasy  and  embraced  in  frenzied  joy.  The  doors 

of  immortality  opened  for  the  brooding  spirit  of  Abraham  Lincoln.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee, 

I  am  honored  by  your  invitation  to  appear  before  you.   The 
work  you  have  begun  today  is  the  most  important  business  before  our 
convention.   That  is  always  true  of  Republican  conventions.   It  is 
particularly  true  today  in  view  of  what  happened  in  Los  Angeles. 

The  chief  concern  of  the  Democrat  party  was  to  pick  a  ticket 
acceptable  to  its  dissident  factions.

Governor  Rockefeller  has  been  keeping  in  constant  touch  with  all 
developments  on  the  shaping  of  the  platform  through  the  Governor's  staff 
in  Chicago  specifically  assigned  to  this  task.  He  has  also  been  in 
direct  communication  with  Chairman  of  the  Platform  Committee  Charles 
Percy . 

The  Governor  is  keenly  appreciative  that  Chairman  Percy  has  been 
doing  his  patient  and  utmost  best  in  a  /job  made  difficult  oy   clear 
conflicts  of  views. 

At  the  same  time,  he  is  deeply  concerned  that  the  reports  reaching 
him  clearly  indicate  that  the  drafts  on  a  number  of  matters  —  including 
national  defense,  foreign  policy  and  some  critical  domestic  issues  -- 
are  still  seriously  lacking  in  strength  and  specifics.

MR.  REYNOLDS:  Good  evening.  Whatever  the  results  of  the

Governor,  in  your  statement  today  you  said  that  we  do  not 
now  possess  sufficient  strength.  Now,  do  you  really  expect  this 
statement  to  be  reflected  in  the  Republican  Party  platform? 

GOVERNOR  ROCKEFELLER:  Are  you  referring  to  military  strength? 

MR.  REYNOLDS:   Yes. 

GOVERNOR  ROCKEFELLER:  Well,  I  hope  so,  with  a  shift  in  the 
balance  of  power  which  we  have  had  so  predominately  right  after  the 
war,  our  monopoly  of  nuclear  weapons  and  our  delivery  capacity 
which  kind  of  slowly  has  been  undermined  by  the  fact  that  the  Soviets 
have  been  able  to  get  nuclear  weapons  and  now  a  capacity  of  delivery 
by  planes,  and  now  missiles  both  inter- continental  and  short-range. 

I  think  with  this  new  Cuban  situation  and  action  on  the 
parts  of  the  Soviets,  as  in  the  case  of  Cuba  where  they  have  the 
audacity  to  state  that  they  will  attack  this  country  if  we  go  to 
defend  the  forces  of  freedom  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  I  think  the 
Republican  Party  is  going  to  act,  and  act  strongly  on  this  subject. 

MR.  REYNOLDS:  Doesn't  your  statement  almost  amount  to  an  indict- 
ment of  the  present  Republican  administration? 

GOVERNOR  ROCKEFELLER:  If  we  weren't  living  in  a  period  of  such 
rapid  change,  if  we  weren't  living  in  a  period  when  weapons  tech- 
nology —  what  is  good  today  is  gone  tomorrow  because  it  is  out- 
dated, whereas  in  past  times  it  was  ten,  twenty  or  fifty  years  before 
any  major  changes  took  place  —  then  I  would  say  it  was  an  indict- 
ment, but  we  do  live  in  this  era.  There  are  new  circumstances  and 
rapidly  changing  times  and  I  think  we  as  a  party  want  to  recognize 
even  though  it  is  an  election  year  that  there  are  changes  and 
that  we  have  to  meet  these  new  circumstances. 


GOVERNOR  ROCKEFELLER:  I  would  take  out  the  "mere."  I  think 
that  the  expenditure  of  additional  funds  is  essential  to  do  two 
things:   one  —  I  think  we  have  got  to  have  a  retaliatory  force  that 
is  invulnerable  to  enemy  attack,  to  a  surprise  attack,  and  we  have 
got  to  have  a  population  that  is  invulnerable  to  it,  too,  and  that 
after  such  an  attack  on  our  country  we  as  a  people  —  we  with  our 
weapons  —  will  be  able  to  deliver  such  a  devastating  blow  against 
any  enemy  that  he  will  figure  that  he  can't  afford  to  make  an  attack 
upon  us.  That  is  number  one  and  we  do  not  have  that  kind  of  in- 
vulnerability of  our  retaliatory  forces  today.

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PLATFORMS  --  OLD  AND  NEW 
Platforms  are  a  creature  of  political  party  conventions,  and  neither  was  known 
to  our  Founding  Fathers. 

George  Washington  was  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Presidential  Electors  in 
both  his  first  and  second  election,  and  political  parties  had  not  yet  taken  shape 
in  the  United  States.  But  after  President  Washington  left  office,  and  despite 
his  warning  against  "the  baneful  effects  of  the  spirit  of  party  generally,"  rival 
political  factions  entered  the  national  scene. 

The  new  political  parties  had  to  find  a  way  to  pick  candidates,  and  for  a 
quarter -century  they  used  caucuses  -  closed  meetings  of  the  party's  Members  in 
Congress . 

But  in  182^  three  men  —  Andrew  Jackson,  Henry  Clay  and  John  Quincy  Adams  «  '"' 
all  campaigned  without  caucus  endorsement  and  all  received  some  (but  not  a 
majority)  of  electoral  votes.  Adams  was  finally  chosen  by  the  House  of 
Representatives . 

In  1828  Jackson  was  nominated  by  a  combination  of  "state  legislative  caucuses, 
public  meetings  and  irregular  conventions  of  the  people." 

Conventions  as  we  know  them  today  started  in  1831  when  the  Anti -Mason  party 
held  the  first  nominating  convention  in  history. 

In  1832  the  National  Republicans  (no  kin  to  the  present  Party)  published  the 
first  platform  ever  adopted  by  a  national  convention.  They  adopted  what  they 
called  "an  address  to  the  people  of  the  United  States,"  which  consisted  primarily 
of  an  attack  on  Andrew  Jackson  and  his  administration. 

Although  the  word  "platform"  itself  was  used  to  describe  a  "plan  of  action" 
as  early  as  the  17th  century,  it  only  came  into  common  use  as  a  term  to  designate 
a  party's  statement  of  principles  and  objectives  by  lfllK).  Platforms  have  generally 
been  adopted  by  Presidential  nominating  conventions  ever  since . 

The  Long  and  the  Short  of  It 
Platforms  have  varied  in  length. 
The  shortest  on  record  for  a  major  American  party  was  adopted  by  the  Northern

SCIENCE  AND  A  BETTER  AMERICA 

It  is  an  honor  to  be  asked  to  present  to  you  today  my  views  on 
how  science  is  related  to  a  better  America,  and  how  the  pursuit  of 
science  and  its  applications  can  greatly  improve  our  daily  living, 
our  welfare  and  our  security. 

Science,  of  course,  is  not  a  subject  which  is  related  to  parti- 
san politics.   The  statement  I  am  making  to  you  now  could  equally  well 
have  been  made  two  weeks  ago  to  the  Democratic  Platform  Committee 
which  was  then  meeting  in  Los  Angeles.   I  would  be  delighted  if  both 
parties  should  recognize  in  their  platforms  the  importance  of  our 
government  fostering  the  advancement  of  science  as  an  essential  ele- 
ment of  national  policy. 

The  Republican  Committee  on  Program  and  Progress  has  already  set 

forth  its  views  in  this  area  in  its  remarkable  document  "Decisions 

for  a  Better  America".   I  have  just  finished  rereading  the  chapter 

on  "The  Impact  of  Science  and  Technology"  prepared  by  a  task  force 

led  by  my  good  friend  Charles  E.  Ducommun  of  Los  Angeles.   I  want  to 

state  at  once  that  I  endorse  every  word  in  that  chapter,  and  I  believe 

most  scientists  would  agree  with  me  on  this.   There  will  be  differences 

in  details  of  programs,  but  we  all  can  subscribe  to  the  general  policy 

statement : 

"Our  nation  needs  a  strong  science  and  technology 
to  defend  itself,  to  foster  personal  freedom,  and  to 
improve  our  standard  of  living." 


"Science  must  constantly  be  fostered  to  bring  about 
worth-while  changes  and  to  solve  mankinds  problems.   It 
is  the  duty  of  government  to  assist  in  bringing  "about 
orderly,  constructive  changes,  but  to  preserve  man's  free- 
doms as  they  take  place."

BOOTHS  DISPLAY  VARIED 
CONVENTION  SOUVENIRS 


For  those  who  want  to  take  home  more  than  vague  memories  from 
the  1960  GOP  Convention,  the  souvenir  booths  in  the  lower  lobby  of 
the  Conrad  Hilton  offer  a  variety  of  mementoes  to  suit  myriad  tastes 
and  pocketbooks. 

The  1960  Convention  has  a  wealth  of  new  "gimmicks"  for  delegates 
v/ho  want  to  decorate  campaign  headquarters,  and  personal  souvenirs 
for  wearing,  displaying  or  taking  home  for  the  knick  knack  shelf, 
friends,  relatives  or  business  associates  who  were  unable  to  attend 
the  Chicago  Convention. 

The  elephant  runs  rampant  through  the  1960  displays  —  with 
one  enterpriser  featuring  the  genuine  article  carved  from  African 
wood.   Prices  on  the  visual  display  material  are  modest,  ranging 
from  a  half-cent  for  a  new  plastic  button  to  a  few  dollars  for  an 
animated  elephant  with  a  waving  trunk. 

Pictures  of  the  Vice  President  and  the  President  are  available 
in  a  multitude  of  sizes.   One  booth  features  pictures  on  simulated 
stamps,  and  an  assortment  of  sizes  topped  by  a  four-foot  by  six-foot 
spectacular. 

Chief  appeal  of  the  "pitchmen"  booths  is  the  custom-made  mer- 
chandize, not  available  in  local  stores.   The  Republican  party,  plat- 
form, candidates  and  symbolic  elephant  are  available  on  decorative 
and  utilitarian  items,  such  as  cuff  links,  earrings,  tie  bars,  cig- 
arette lighters,  mugs,  neckties,  tie  clips,  money  clips  and  costume 
jewelry. 

Highlights  of  the  exhibit  include  elephant  piggy  banks  to  en- 
courage GOP  thrift,  red,  yellow,  and  blue  feathers  imprinted  with

sides  back  to  the  heart  of  of  America—the  Midwest. 


His  mother's  family  for  three  generations  made  its  home  in  Indiana. 
His  father  grew  up  in  Ohio. 

Nixon's  ancestry  in  this  country  dates  back  to  rugged  pioneer  days  -- 
to  1690  on  his  mother's  side  and  1729  on  his  father's. 

Both  the  Nixons  and  Milhouses  followed  the  frontier  from  Pennsylvania 
and  Delaware  to  Ohio  and  Indiana  and  eventually  to  California. 

Along  the  way  they  left  established  family  branches  in  small  towns 
and  cities  throughout  the  Midwest. 

"Preachers,   ministers,   shopkeepers,    school  principals,   yes,  " 
recalls  his  mother,   Mrs.  Hannah  Milhous  Nixon,   "but  I  can't  think  of  a  Nixon 
or  a  Milhous  holding  an  office  higher  than  that  of  a  sheriff." 

The  sheriff,   John  Nixon  of  Philadelphia,    gave  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  its  first  reading. 

Nixon's  father,   Francis  Anthony  Nixon,   grew  up  as  a  member  of  a 
Scotch-Irish  Methcdist  farm  family  near  McArthur,   Ohio.     With  an  education 
limited  by  financial  need,   Frank  Nixon  worked  at  a  variety  of  trades  and  finally 
became  a  street-car  motorman.     After  his  feet  were  frostbitten  one  winter 
as  he  stood  on  an  open  vestibule,  he  moved  to  sunny  California. 

The  first  Milhouses  came  to  Jennings  County-  Indiana,   in  1854. 
They  were  the  Vice  President's  great-grandparents,   Joshua  Vickers 
Milhous  and  his  wife,   Elizabeth. 

As  Quakers,   the  Milhouses  rode  a  tide  of  migration  into  Indiana. 
Many  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  having  religious  scruples  against 
slavery,    moved  north.     Others,    such  as  the  Milhouses,   who  came  from 
Belmont  County,   Ohio,   made  a  westward  migration. 

The  Milhouses  settled  near  the  little  town  of  Butlerville  in  the  hilly 
southeast  section  of  Indiana.     Their  eldest  son,   Franklin;  his  wife,   Almira, 
and  their  eight  children  lived  on  a  neighboring  farm.     Their  third  daughter 
was  Hannah,   mother  of  the  Vice  President. 

In  1897,   Franklin  Milhous  pioneered  again.    His  goal  this  time  was 
the  new  Quaker  community  of  Whittier  in  Southern  California.     The  home  they 
built  in  Whittier  contained  doors,   window  frames  and  some  lumber  brought 
all  the  way  from  Indiana. 

Frank  Nixon  and  Hannah  Milhous  met  at  a  Quaker  social  party  in 
Whittier.     Two  years  later  they  were  married.     They  operated  a  lemon  grove 
at  Yorba  Linda,   a  few  miles  from  Whittier.     The  second  of  their  five  sons, 
bosn  at  Yorba  Linda,    was  named  Richard. 

The  Nixons  returned  to  Jennings  County,    Indiana,    for  a  visit  in  1920. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.   Frank  Etter,   who  bought  the  farm  across  the  road  from  the 
old  Milhous  place  in  1912,   recall  that  Richard,    then  about  7,    wanted  a  drirvk 
of  water. 

Mrs.   Etter  went  out  to  the  spring  to  get  a  bucket  of  water  and 
Richard  insisted  on  helping  her  carry  it  back  to  the  house.     "I  thought  at 
the  time,"  she  said,    "what  an  energetic  kid." 

That  energy  has  taken  Richard  Nixon  to  Indiana  22  times  and  Ohio 
12  times  since  he  campaigned  for  the  Vice  Presidency  in  1952.  His  visit 
to  Chicago  for  the  1960  Republican  Convention  is  his  26th  in  nine  years.

SEN.  SCOTT  URGES  AREA  REDEVELOPMENT 
PLANK  IN  REPUBLICAN  PLATFORM 

Chicago,  July  22— U.S.  Senator  Hugh  Scott  (R-Pa.),  Chairman  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Delegation  to  the  Republican  National  Convention,  today 
urged  the  platform-writing  Committee  on  Resolutions  to  include  a 
plank  on  area  redevelopment. 

Senator  Scott  wrote  to  Charles  H.  Percy,  Resolutions 
Committee  Chairman: 

"Current  statistics  continue  to  pinpoint  pockets  of  sub- 
standard living  in  the  midst  of  the  highest  level  of  employment, 
income  and  production  our  Nation  has  ever  known. 

"New  and  diversified  business  can  be  attracted  to  these  areas 
with  loans  for  industrial  development,  technical  assistance  and 
restraining  of  personnel.  The  Eisenhower- Nixon  Administration  has 
recognized  these  needs  and  asked  for  aid  to  depressed  areas  in  the 
84th,  85th  and  86th  Congresses. 

"Unrealistic  plans,  far  removed  from  basic  idea  of  bolstering 
depressed  areas,  have  been  promoted  and  passed  by  two  Democrat- 
controlled  Congresses.  They  have  courted  Presidential  veto. 

"We  need  a  practical  program  limited  to  areas  meeting  criteria 

of  chronic  and  persistent  unemployment.   Industrial  loans  and  loans 

for  public  facilities  should  be  financed  by  appropriations  and  not 

JThere  should 
by  back-door  Treasury  financing,  /be  maximum  participation  by  state 

and  local  interests.  Technical  assistance  and  retraining  are 

essential  to  economic  shift- over. 

"The  Department  of  Commerce  is  prepared  to  administer  such  a 
program  without  delay  and  without  the  cost  of  establishing  another 
federal  agency.   Legislation  to  accomplish  these  objectives  is  pend- 
ing in  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

"Further  delay  in  enacting  a  constructive  program  for 
depressed  areas  must  lie  at  the  door  of  the  Democratic  majority."
